Marked — Empire Francais * Cing centimes * with a spread eagle in center, and opposite 
— Napoleon II Emperor, 1855. I have too a U.S. copper of 1852. If you purchase them at the 
Mint, will you please let me know what you will give for each. If you do not purchase them there 
will you be kind enough to let me know where I can dispose of them, if you know? I would like 
to sell them.
